The death of Cardinal Hoheniohe in 
Rome last October removed from the sa- 
cred college of eardinals @ figure boti pic- 
turesque and interesting, and left a place 
vacant which will not be tilled for miny 
years. Cardinal Honenlohe’s preminence 
was in a measure due to his family con- 
nections, and yet_no member of the sacred 


college was more widely. known or more 
thoroughiy — discussed or. indeed, gave 
more reasons for diseussion than did 


Cardinal Gustav Adolph von Woherlohe- 
Schiliingsfurst, archpriest of the Liberian 
basilica. 

Although the cardinal was never 
cused of having done -anythingg of real im- 
portance, his name was often used and his 
actions were interpreted to give founda- 
tions for sieries which set the. whole of 
urope agog. Of the entire membership of 
ithe college of cardinals there were but four 
who were of noble birth. These were Car- 
dinal Rampolla del Tindaro, cardinal sec- 
retary of state, and ¢ ‘ardinals Stefano, von

took the title of Hohenlohe about the year

ers, the oldest of whom is grand chancellor 
of the German empire. After studying at 
the universities of Bonn, Breslau and Mu- 
nich, he entered the ecclesiastical academy 

and was created a priest by Pope Pius IX 


in 1846, 
Gave Liszt His Title. 

Twenty years later, having been seeret 
chamberlain, almoner and bishop, he was 
created a cardinal. Here his career in the 
church practically ended for he spent the 
remainder of his life in being a cardinal. 

All cardinals are princes of the church, 
but this one was a prince by birth, by 
heritage and by creation. Combined with 
his eccentricities, which were many and 
notorious, he had the manners and, accom- 
plishments of a grand signeur. He was 
generous to a fault, and, what is rare in 
the college of cardinals, he was wealthy. 
As a consequence he had his following, and 
was known as a patron of art,. literature 
and musie: Tt was through him that the 
famous composer, Liszt, secured his tiile 
of abbe, to which he never had a shadow 
of right. When Liszt was a pianist in 
Rome, long before he achieved his reputa- 
tion, one of his early patrons was Cardinal 
Hohenilohe. At his paiace or rather viila, 
of Este, at Tibur, Liszt would come to en- 
tertain the cardinal and his friends with 
his magnificent performances on the piano. 

One day while sitting alone in his villa, 
the cardinal was surprised to see the ar- 
tist enter in haste. The Princess Wittgen- 
stein had been forcing upon him her at- 
tentions. 

“Save me fromethis woman,” cried Tiszt. 
“Put an insurmountable barrier between 
us.”’ | 

The cardina! placed him in the seminary 
of Tivoli, and when he left the retreat he 
carried with him the ¢iile of abbe,- which 
he bore for the remainder of his life, yet 
he never took orders. 

Liszt was always held 
by the cardinal, and on one eccasion a 
gentlemian who merely expressed to him 
au- desire to see the rooms which Liszt oc- 
cupied while at the villa, was entertained 
by the cardinal for a period of ten days, 
He was also the friend of many other 
artists, among them an American sculptor, 
M, Ezekiel.

CCTOPUS.

A Strange Sca Monster Recently Land- 
ed in California. 
From The San Francisco Call. 

Of all the strange fishes or animals or 
snakes of the sea, the strangest drifted 
ashore at Tillamook a few days ago. The 
tish, if it ean be termed a fish, is the only 
cne of its kind, ever seen in the northwest, 
and probably on the cesst. It was feund 
dying on the beach, having been washed 
up by the recent heavy storm. The cause 
of its death wes not apparent from eny 
wounds of its body. Its death siruggtes 
attracted the attention of a man walking 
along the beach, and he was thunderstruck 
to discover the cause of the commotion. 

‘The fish is not unlike the octopus in gen- 
eral appearance, although it ciffers  ma- 
terially in the jong arms. ‘The body is the 


exact counterpart of an intercollegiate 
football, thous +h much larger. The strang- 


est part of this strange fish is its mouth. 
Unlike anything in the fish line ever heard 


of, the mouth, whieh takes up nearly one- 
half of the body, is provided with a beak, 


like that of uu eagle or haw! ht. This beak 
is of bone and very hard. When extended 
the jaws reach about sixceen iches, and 
are. provided with double rows of teeth. 


The bod y, Which is abeut eighteen inches in 
length, exclusive of the beak, w nich is five 
inches long, is Ss with a tough an 
studded with short, heavy horns. Near the 
center of the eee ‘are the eyes, two green, 
blazing specks. The fish aiso has a tail, 
something like that of the beaver. The 
tail is provided with # keel. : 

The fish has eight arms, ench about five 
feet in le négth Bac h-ar is fitted with 
tiny teeth, set in ma: 4y cup-shaped cavities. 
Unlike the octopus, the devilfish, the Til- 
lamook monster's arms are not provided 
with suckers. The teeth doubtless answer 
the same purpose. The arms project, four 
on each sida of the body. At the end of 
each arm is a teothed mouth. The arms 
can be drawn nearly the whole lemgth 
into the body. They are perhaps one and 
a half inches in diameter. 

- When discovered the fish was stranded on 
some rocks near the water's edge. When. 
approached it sent forth a red fu id from 
a pouch inside the body. The water be- 
came colored and it was impossible to dis- 
cern the monster. As the tide ran out the 
fish seemed to realize the hopelessness of 
its pdsition and dr its arms nearly ont 
of sight. It lied aft oa being out of the wa- 
ter for two hours, and the arms came out 
of the body. The fish was dragged up on 
the beach, but no one see med to care to 
take possession of it and it floated out to 
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ject,

Didn't Want To Kill Her.

“YT didn’t want to kill any of the women, 
he said. “Alien was the only one ft nad 
made up. my mind to kill. When I rushea 
in the room the women began to hold me, 
and I had to do something. I don’t know 
exactly what I did, but my idea at first 
was to jump out of the window and run. 
away. 
' “1 didn’t inten” to shoot Lela, I wouldn't 
have killed her for my life. I loved her 
better than my life. and would rather have 
put the bullet through me. J] didn't mean 
to kill any of the women, and I wouldn't 
have harmed a hair of Lela’s head.” 

Upon this .point’ an interesting feature 
will develop at the trial, and the confiict- 
ing statements will be the point of much 
Giscussion.
